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ORDINANCE NO. 97-61 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, SITTING AS THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
CONTROL BOARD, AMENDING THE WETLANDS 
PROTECTION SECTION OF THE PALM BEACH 
COUNTY UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE 
(ULDC), ARTICLE 9, SECTION 9.4 AS FOLLOWS: 
ADDING SUBSECTION “O” TO PROVIDE A SUNSET 
DATE; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED 
LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE; AND PROVIDING 
FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Unified Land Development Code was adopted pursuant to 
Chapter 163.3202 (Land Development Regulations) of the Florida Statutes to further 
growth management requirements; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Environmental Control Act, Chapter 77-616, 
Special Acts, Laws of Flonda, provides that the Palm Beach County Environmental Control 
Board shall adopt ordinances or rules necessary for the effective and continuing control and 
regulation of the environment; and 

WHEREAS, on June 16, 1992, the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners, sitting as the Palm Beach County Environmental Control Board, adopted 
the Wetlands Protection Section of the Palm Beach County Unified Land Development 
Code; Article 9, Section 9.4; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners, sitting as the Palm Beach 
County Environmental Control Board, now determines that sunsetting the Wetlands 
Protection Section of the Unified Land Development Code, Article 9, Section 9.4, will 
provide an opportunity to apply additional resources to environmental enhancement and 
natural resources stewardship activities; and 

WHEREAS, The Board of County Commissioners has also determined that 
projects affecting certain isolated wetlands in the unincorporated county that are not 


regulated by the State should receive an environmental review by the County pursuant to a 


new Wetlands Protection Ordinance adopted under Chapter 125, Florida Statutes. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF THE 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY FLORIDA, that: 


SECTION 1. ADOPTION: The Board of County Commissioners, sitting as the Palm 
Beach County Environmental Control Board, hereby adopts the amendments to the 
Wetlands Protection Section of the Unified Land Development Code, Article 9, Section 9.4, 


as set forth in Attachment la, as attached hereto and made a part hereof. 


SECTION 2. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: All local laws and ordinances 
applying to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of 


this ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of any such conflict. 


SECTION 3. SEVERABILITY: If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or 
word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitutional, 


inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 


SECTION 4. CAPTIONS: The captions, section headings, and section designations used 
in this ordinance are intended for the convenience of users only and shall have no effect in 


the interpretation of the provisions of this ordinance. 


SECTION 5. INCLUSION IN THE UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE: The 
provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Unified Land 
Development Code of Palm Beach County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance” may be changed to 


“section”, “article”, or any other appropriate word. 


SECTION 6. EFFECTIVE DATE: The provisions of this ordinance shall become 
effective twenty (20) days after being filed with the Clerk of the Board of County 


Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida.
